3. During the interview, ^*AKO charged CIC and other 
agencies with insecurity, lack of substantial production, and loss 
of life due to loose operating methods. Instead, he proposed to 
organise a professional service, based upon his own former G-2 
personnel. He was requested to put both his complaints and fiis pro- 
posals in writing and return with them to the Consulate* The 
attached material is the result. 

4. The translation of ZAKO's proposal is an edited ver- 
sion of a rough Job done by an ex-Hungarian employee of the 
Consulate. It was through this employee that ZAKO first approached 
the Consulate. A staff member of the Consulate has vouched for the 
translator's security. The latter's English leaves much to be 
desired, and the translation is apt to be inaccurate in spots. 

5* A records check at Karlsruhe and EUCOM revealed that 
FARKAS is a leading personality among Hungarian emigrej^s in the US 
Zone, and that ZAKO became a US FW in May 1945, as claimed. 
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6. It is probable that other stations, especially

Members of the anti -Bolshevik underground military 
organisation KOPJAS in Hungary, of which I am the leader, have 
advised me that numerous members have entered into various 
intelligence activities for the United States, I welcome this ' 
fact, recognising our common goal, and seeing that many of my 
followers have been able to improve their living conditions 
through such work. 

When I learned of the disappearance cf a great number 
of casual agents, I paid special attention to these events* 

After a thorough investigation, I must state the following weak- 
nesses of US intelligence with regard to Hungarian (and through 
it Eastern European) affairs, which I have the honor respectfully 
to point out: 

I. Intelligence Efforts in Hungary at Present , 

Both opposing sides have acknowledged the significance 
of intelligence operations in Hungary* 

Superficial information suggests that the Russians 
have developed their intelligence efforts exceedingly well* The 
US, on the other hand, although it is the nation most directly 
affected, has not yet made the extreme effort required by the 
importance of Hungarian intelligence and by the need to combat an 
extremely strong and effective defensive intelligence service* 

In detail: 



1* The strength of Soviet defensive intelligence : 

Strict leadership; coordinated, energetic execution; 
experts familiar with local circumstances* 

a. The Hungarian Communist leadership has been pain- 
stakingly cleaned of all undesirables in the fields of political, 
economic, and military operations* 

b* It maintains a political police of 100,000 men 
with almost exclusively defensive intelligence duties# 

c. The duties of the military political branch have 
recently been restricted to military intelligence* 
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d* The entire Communist party , down to house agents, 
is doing defensive intelligence duty. 

e. The critical western border is guarded not only by 
reliable Communist border police, but also by special political 
police and Russian military guards. 

f. Raids occur with increasing frequency in the 
border areas, and non- indigenous personnel cannot operate there. 

g. Only reliable Communists are allowed to leave the 
country. SEASZI Frigyes and NAGY Lajos died recently while 
attempting to cross thd border. 

h. The population is frightened by intentionally 
spread rumors and blown-UD espionage cases (FUNKBSTHY, SZBGYI, 
KOVACS Bela, PEYER, PISKi; TOTH Janos, NEMET-FRITZ Pal, and others) 

i. Hungarian emigre circles and DP centers are pene- 
trated by well instructed and excellently equipped agents and 
investigators.

a. The activities of different US intelligence agencies 
(CIC, OSS, Hq, etc) are coordinated neither in tasks, nor in 
territories. Both here and in Hungary agents hinder each other. 

b. American agents charged with conducting intelligence 
operations are only superficially acquainted with Eastern European 
conditions, not to speak of spiritual and other peculiarities. 

Not even the Germans had confidence in their own ability in this 
field and made constant use of Hungarian intelligence in Eastern 
European affairs. Hungarians employed as advisers by the 
Americans very rarely had previous intelligence experience. 

c. Many American agents employed in the intelligence 
service have had no experience. Frequent transfers and resigna- 
tions have had particularly disturbing effects. 

d. Espionage agents are sent across the border without 
selection, ability, training and appropriate equipment. In the 
present intelligence Jungles, each black marketeer and idler 
serves at the same time as a spy in return for a travel permit or 
a couple of packs of cigarettes. The results are miserable; 
agents frequently disappear; and the publicity is great. 
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e. US intelligence, as can be proven, at least in y 

its lower echelons, goes after quantity production* It should / 

Instead attempt to obtain quality production in view of the / 
fearsomely well-organised Soviet defensive service. 

f. Frequent disappearances of US-employed agents cause 
much difficulty and offer profitable propaganda material to the 
Hungarian defensive services. 

g. This disorganized state of affairs is uneconomical. 
Agents working for hunger wages pad their material and sell it to 
many customers. Under these circumstances, it is very hard to 
estimate the value of information received. 

. h. The majority of willing agents work on a temporary 
basis. They quit if they see any danger, or if the job ceases to 
be profitable. Under these conditions it is feared that the 
intelligence service would not function in a critical period. The 
time has come to organise a professional service, before the 
iron curtain is rolled down entirely. 

i. The protection of agents working in Hungary, and 
counter-intelligence measures against Hungarian agents here, are 
not sufficiently effective. It took long weeks until an agent 
who had worked efficiently in Hungary and had bden forced to 
escape through no fault of his own, was absorbed into the German 
economy as a DP. It is characteristic of the deficiency of the 
intelligence situation that it is even ironically assailed by non- 
exert Journalists. (See enclosed clipping from the Swiss "Die 
Wochenpost" of 14 February 1948.) 



II. PROPOSAL 

I have the honor to propose the establishment of a 
separate Hungarian intelligence organisation in Central Europe, 
with experts and official agents, which would eventually operate 
in other countries of Eastern Europe also. 

Advantages . 

a. Experts familiar with Hungarian conditions, and able 
to do professional work, will then deal with the matter. 

b. There will be an end to superfluous publicity and 
bartering of information. 

c. The establishment of professional agents and their 
training will become possible. 

d. Leads of value from Hungary could be properly 

developed.

1. The significance of Hungarian Intelligence . 

Hungary is in a decisive position from a military- 
political and an intelligence point of view. 









a. Her geographical position puts her in a key spot 
in any Soviet action aimed at Austria, Italy (Trieste), or the 
Balkans (Greece). 

b. Hungary is crossed by the main transportation 
routes in these directions. 

c. Hungary is the air base of Central Europe. There 
are a great number of air fields, favorable weather conditions, 
etc. 



d. Her machine, aluminum (bauxite), and chemical 
industries are significant war-economic factors. 

e. Hungary is the most intransigeantly anti -Communist 
country in Eentral Europe. 

f. Through her national minorities in surrounding 
countries, she is able to penetrate this area deeply. 

2. The Significance _of Hungarians in .IiLtelUgeag^ . 

Asa result of World War II, the most valuable Hungarian 
elements were scattered almost over the whole world. This is a 
regrettable fact from the Hungarian national point of view, but 
the eyes of the soldier and intelligence expert perceive and 
exploit the idle forces and possibilities created in this situation. 
One characteristic of the strong national feeling among Hungarians 
is that they will never become indifferent to the fate of their 
country, and are always ready to act for its liberation. 

Hungarians require no convincing propaganda against 
Bolshevism, because they are well acquainted with Its destructive 
practises. The hatred Hungarians have for Russian bolshevism can 
be exploited and will result in valuable information, especially 
through contacts with their brethren living in the countries of 
the west.
